Stressing health and wel-
fare, the Torrance PTA pro-
vides hot lunches and milk
for children; works with the
school doctor and nurse
with examinations and in-
jections; has donated 155
cakes to Juvenile Hall and
17 to a hospital; collects
items for baskets for the
needy during the holidays;
sends gifts to Boys Camps,
sponsors Scout and Brownie
troops,
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One of the biggest proj-
ects of the PTA Council is
its assistance to the Dental
Health Assn. During the
month of February, volun-
teers assist dentists and
school nurses with a dental
survey from first and sixth
grades in public schools.

A Scholarship Fund was
established in 1957 and two

$200 scholarships were giv-
en to worthy students, This
year the PTA Council award-
ed four $500 scholarships,
one to each high school, All
PTA units contribute to this
fund.

In the public welfare
phase of its program the
PTA conducts bike rodeos
and licensing in cooperation
with the Torrance Police
Dept. During the past year
$6,000 children participated
with 20 PTA units sponsor-
ing: A Safety Poster contest
is also held and PTA awards
four trophies to winners.
The PTA is also sponsoring
the outlining of the safest
routes to school for each
Torrance child.
